There have been various objections urged by those his have 
been unfavorable to the fund. Invariably, however, .these objec- 
tions have proved to be far from sufficient to justify any man 
in refusing to do his duty to his country and thus. placing him- 
self in a position where he qwill be mistinderstood . and, mis- 
trusted by his neighbors and fcllow citizens; The vast majority 
of those who hesitated for one reason or ‘another, are deciding 
to do their part. 


Three objections have been raised oftener ‘than any others. 
Some are afraid ofegraft in the handling “of*the money. They 
have not understood that all subscriptions are publicly acknow- 
ledged and that all accounts are audited by the Auditor General 
of Canada, the auditing department of ‘the Canadaian Govern- 
ment. Every, detail in the administration of the fund is set forth 
wby special act of the Dominion Parliament, The work, from 
ocean to ocean, is almost entirely done free and the men en 
gaged in the canvass not only give their time and energy, but 
also pay their own expenses. 

Others say the fund.should be raised by taxes. Perhaps it 
should, although a good deal can be said in favor of the volun- 
tary system.

SO THAT EVERY MAN WOULD HAVE TO DO HIS PARI,

BE COMPULSORY SO SHOULD THE ‘FIGHTING. This tax 
argument is alright for an excuse to crawl out, but it is a poor 
reason’ for. a man failing to do his duty,regardless of what his 
neighbor dees.
